The plan, which is said to 
be about half finished, . will 
attempt to regulate the flow of 
military orders to prevent the 
temporary dislocation of indus- 
try. 

‘General Marshall, who is 
here to address the Commerce 
Department’s Business Advisory 
Council would not estimate how 
much the programme would 
affect civilian production. 

FEARS ALLAYED 
~ But he gave an assurance 
thnt the immediate volume of 
orders would be enough to 
“take up space” in civilian’ m- 
dustry caused by the Govern- 
ment'’s emergency controls. 

This -allayedt the fears of 
some of the 90 industrial’ 
leaders attending a three-déy 
conference that controls on 
civilian production might bring 
temporary recession carly next 
‘year until military production 
was in full swing. 

The conference was closed to

One-third of all the children 
in Germany were without 
fathers.

The 
police, summoned by reports of 
the panic, entered the flat from 
which the voice had come and 
found Stanly Gordon, aged 23, 
grinning happily and playing 
with a four-watt public address 
system he had constructed. 

He was arrested and charged 
with disorderly conduct for 
“causing fear by broadcasting 
with an. amplifler.”’ He was 
later sentenced to 30 days in

THE possibility of getting 
colour on the floor. ts growing 
In Importance in modern de- 
corating. schemes. Carpets and 
rugs are all very nice for some 
rooms, say many, of the young 
moderns, but. we want some- 
thing else. So they g0 in for 
nsphalt, rubber and Itnoleum 
tiles, These, In addition to being 
long-wearing, casy to clean and 
maintain, come In so many 
colours and variations that offer 
unlimited appeal and varia- 
tions. ' 

One of the best things about 
tile Mooring {3 that ft may be 
installed with case. With proper 
directions, some simple tools, 
patience, and a few hours to 
spare, almost any handy person 
with o good eye for a stralght 
line can do.a bang-up job on 
brightening a dull room. One 
maker of asphavt tiles has put 
out a clever kit complete with 
a knife, awl, spreader for the 
adhesive, and cord and chalk 
with which to make the guide 
lines. Clever instructions have 
been worked out. 

First Stop wee 

The first step is to fd the 
room contre and mark It by 
stretching out a string rubbed 
with chalk. It is well to make 
one or more check of the 
measurements, to make sure 
that the centre Is really the 
centre. Once this has been cs- 
tablished, the next step is to 
apply the adhesive with a hand 
trowel, covering half the floor, 
and leaving {t to dry until it 
becomes sticky. Take time and 
allaw the ‘adhesive to really be 
thoroughly dry before attempt- 
ing to lay tiles. The tiles must 
be carefully. lald close together, 
always working from the centre 
of the room out to the walls. 

To do a perfect job each tile 

‘must be’ lowered carefully into 

position Into the adhesive, So 
many yeople tackling the job 
have failed because they slid 
the tiles Into position. In doing 
this there {!s a danger of the 
adhesive oozing up and getting 
‘on the top surface. 

When half the floor 1s com- 
ploted, the adhesive may be 
opplicd on the other ‘half of the 
chalk line, and the same process 
repeated. a fow. days 
when the tiles are firmly set, 
the floor may be washed with 
‘warm, neutral soapsuds and
